Gloria Messenger 
began laughing about a 
year ago, when she made 
her New Year’s resolution 
for 2011 to be more spon¬ 
taneous, have more fun, 
and bring more laughter 
into her life. 

It turned out to be one 
resolution she easily 
could keep. 


Every week she goes to 
the community centre 
with instructor Carolyn 
Shannon—to laugh. 

Nobody’s joking, but 
everybody’s laughing— 
and at the same time, 
strengthening their heart, 
lowering their blood 
pressure and reducing 
their stress levels. They 
even sleep better. 

It’s “laughing yourself 
healthy,” said Shannon, 
and all you need is a will¬ 
ingness to laugh for no 
reason, and a water bot¬ 
tle. 

It’s called Laughter 
Yoga, and although there 
are no yoga poses, it’s a 
good hour cardio work¬ 
out, she says. 

The combination of 
laughing, improvisation- 
al exercises, stretches 
and yogic breathing is

fun and easy, says 
Shannon—there are no 
skills to learn, no special 
work-out clothes or 
equipment required. 


"We can all use more 
laughter in our lives,’’ 
says Messenger, "and this 
is something anybody 
can do. Life is so seri¬ 
ous—this lets you have 

She admits to feeling a 
bit silly the first time she 
tried it—at first the laugh¬ 
ter was forced. 

“It feels like you’re fak¬ 
ing it. But it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter—you get all the same 
benefits that you would 
from real laughter. And 
you get over it really 
quickly, and before you 
know it you can’t not 
laugh. You feel the bene¬ 
fits right away.” 

And you continue feel¬ 
ing better when you leave 
the class, says 
Messenger—she finds 
she laughs more, for lon¬ 
ger. She also feels the 


benefits in her lungs from 
deeper breaths and in 
her mind and energy lev¬ 
els from increased oxy¬ 
gen. 

“I have knee problems, 
so I can’t do strenuous 
workouts. But there’s no 
stress with these exercis¬ 
es. They're great for any 
age. I look forward to 
these sessions every 
week. I know I’m going to 
get a good workout, and 
I’m going to feel better 
afterwards.” 

Ten minutes of hearty 
laughter is equal to 30 
minutes on a rowing 
machine or jogging, 
Shannon says, releases 
endorphins, It lifts your 
spirits, and sends oxygen 
to your brain. 

And there are no steps 
that have to be followed 
exactly, although there 


are routines that help 
establish healthy breath¬ 
ing. 

“But if you mess up, 
it’s still fun.” 

Children laugh an 
average of 400 times a 
day, says Shannon. Adults 
laugh about 12 to 14 
times a day, and even 
then it’s short-lived. 

“This allows us to 
laugh like a child, and 
feel good about it," says 
Shannon, who also teach¬ 
es residents in seniors' 
homes. 

"It makes you realize 
life can be fun, if you 
choose to make it fun,” 
says Messenger. 

Classes are Thursday 
mornings, from 11 a.m. 
until noon, and are $10 
per class or four for $20.

Graffiti is not a victimless crime 


Those who live in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
consider themselves fortunate to live in a 
community that is relatively crime-free. In 
fact, it's one of the reasons many people 
choose to move here. 

While graffiti may not be a violent or 
dangerous crime, it is none the less serious 
to those who become its victim. And it can 
be dangerous for the perpetrators. 

Graffiti is difficult and expensive to 
remove, even more so when on an historic 
building. And often, once the property 
owner has undertaken the costly endeav¬ 
our of ridding a building of graffiti, it turns 
up again. Perpetrators, it seems, are drawn 
to repeat themselves on what has become 
a clean slate, although they eventually tire 
of it if it is repeatedly removed. 

When graffiti appears on public build¬ 
ings or public property, the cost of remov- 
ingit is borne by the taxpayer. And although 
we might complain about taxes, we com¬ 


plain even more if our community 
becomes littered with graffiti. 

In addition to the obvious economic 
costs, graffiti that is not removed sends a 
message that private property isn't respect¬ 
ed. It shows a lack of pride for the commu¬ 
nity. 

Teachers and parents are likely to see 
evidence of those who consider them¬ 
selves graffiti artists. The police tell us that 
notebooks will be covered with graffiti-like 
doodlings and sketches. 

Spray cans may be left in backpacks or 
garbage cans at home or school. Spray 
paint residue is likely to be seen on hands 
and clothing. And since graffiti is usually 
completed late at night or early morning, 
parents might be aware of their teens or 
young adults coming home in the early 
morning hours. 

It's not a harmless crime. It is a criminal 
offence that costs us all.

•Do you have a covered 
metal container ready to use 
to dispose of cooled ashes?

•Do your children know 
to stay at least three feet 
away from the fireplace, 
wood/pellet stove, oil stove 
or other space heaters? 


•Do your portable space 
heaters have an automatic 
shut-off? 

•Are your portable space 
heaters plugged directly into 
an oufiet, not an extension 
cord, and placed at least 
three feet from anything that 
can bum, such as bedding, 
paper, walls and even peo¬ 
ple. Place notes throughout 
your home to remind you to 
turn off portable heaters 
when you leave a room or go 
to bed.

French immersion not for everyone, but what an opportunity for those who take it 


Parliament Oak 
program is 
expanding in 
September 


On Monday, I had the 
opportunity to see some¬ 
thing inspiring. 

I strolled into Crossroads 
in the afternoon for a pre¬ 
sentation on the French 
Immersion program at 
Parliament Oak School and I 
had the pleasure of meeting 
two girls in Grade 5—Emily 
Koop and Kaylee Janzen— 
who could carry on a con¬

versation with each other in 

What was amazing to me 
was neither Emily nor Kaylee 
come from French-speaking 
backgrounds, and neither of 


their parents could speak 
the language—but the girls 
can speak French. 

Emily and Kaylee can 
speak a second language 
because they have been 
immersed in the program 
since September at 
Parliament Oak. And they 
were excited to share with 
me stories about the games 
and the activities they do on 
a regular basis to help them 
understand and learn. 

Both girls in this program 
take exactly the same sub¬ 
jects as other Grade 5 stu¬ 
dents except at least half of 
what they study—math, sci¬ 
ence and social studies—is 


taught in French. Other sub¬ 
jects such as art and music 
are taught in their own lan¬ 
guage. 

Currendy, there are just 
10 students in Grade 5 and 
14 students in Grade 7. Some 
are former students of other 
Niagara-on-the-Lake ele¬ 
mentary schools and some 
have come to St. Catharines. 

Parliament Oak is hoping 
to recruit students who will 
be entering Grade 4 next 
year to attend the program. 

As most students in 
Ontario, I began studying 
French when I was in Grade 
4 and continued with it until 
Grade 9—after that, a sec¬ 


ond language wasn't 
required. Now I wish I had 
kept going with it. 

I remember I was frus¬ 
trated during my French 
classes—there just wasn't 
enough time to leam a sec¬ 
ond language and I never 
had an opportunity to even 

Emily and Kaylee can 
hold simple conversations 
in French and they can read 
and write—the girls have a 
long way to go, but by the 
time they reach high school 
I am sure they will have a 
stable foundation in French. 

If they continue French 
immersion in high school, 


they will be recognized by 
the government as being 
bilingual by the time they 
graduate and head off to 
university or college. 

As the saying goes, the 
world will be Emily and 
Kaylee’s oysters—they will 
have a leg up for any job 
whether in teaching or in 
various government posi¬ 
tions because they can now 
communicate with more 

It's a big decision to make, 
even life-changing. French 
immersion is obviously not 
for everyone, but it's a great 
opportunity for those who 
take on the challenge.

Janzen says she enjoys 
a game that involves her 
teacher throwing a ball. 

Any student that catch¬ 
es the ball has to use a 
French vocabulary word 
in a sentence. 

Koop says she loves 
going to school and 
speaking another lan¬ 
guage because it’s a chal¬ 
lenge for her.
